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Town prepares for the 
revival of Cherry Fayre 


AXMINSTER is gearing up for the re¬ 
vival of its Cherry Fayre, which first 
took place in the town more than 800 
years ago. 

The town will come together for a series of 
events from June 17th-24th, raising funds for 
Axminster’s Christmas lights. 

The Light Up Axminster group was formed in 
January, where it was soon decided that - as 
well as raising funds for the town’s Christmas 
lights - they would also play a part in putting 
on other celebratory events to bring the com¬ 
munity together. 

The new group received the remaining funds 
from its predecessor (Axminster Christmas 
Lights Association) but has also made good 
progress with its own fundraising efforts, with 
nearly £2,000 in the coffers already. 

The Cherry Fayre can be traced back to 1210 
when the then Lord of the Manor, William 
Brewer, received a royal charter to hold an an¬ 
nual fayre in honour of the Feast of St John the 
Baptist. 

Great prestige and valuable trade came to the 
town through assorted merchants, traders and 
dealers, with some even travelling from as far 
away as mainland Europe. 

Whilst organisers of the revived event can’t 
promise the attendance of the pedlars, quack- 
doctors and acrobats of yesteryear, they hope 
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their programme will provide many activities 
that appeal to all. 

The three main events of the week will be the 
ancient ‘Raising of the Glove’ ceremony on the 
Thursday (June 22nd), ‘Axminster’s Big Din¬ 
ner’ on Friday (June 23rd), and a community 
picnic on the Minster Green on Saturday (June 
24th). 

Raising of the Glove 

The Raising of the Glove ceremony is a key 
part of the Cherry Fayre celebrations as both 
have their roots in the ancient charter between 
King John and William Brewer. 

The document, accompanied by a glove as a 
sign of the King’s power and authority, con¬ 
ferred the title of Lord of the Manor upon 
William Brewer and granted Axminster the sta¬ 
tus of a Free Borough. 

The tradition continues today with the now 
Lord of the Manor, 

Jim Rowe, holding 
aloft the glove and 
hailing: “The glove is 
up”. 

He also makes refer¬ 
ence to something 
along the lines of ‘no 
man is to be arrested 
until the glove is 
down’; but organisers 
of the fayre do not rec¬ 
ommend testing this 
part of Jim’s declara¬ 
tion! 

The fayre’s jester, 

Fiery Jack, will also 
be popping-up where 
you least expect him 
on the day. 

An experienced cir¬ 
cus performer, magi¬ 
cian and street entert¬ 
ainer, Fiery Jack will 
be captivating audi¬ 
ences around the 
town. 

For smaller chil¬ 


dren, there will be two Punch ‘n’ Judy shows 
during the day; one after St Mary’s Catholic 
Primary School Young Musicians perform and 
another later in the afternoon. 

'Big Dinner' 

Don’t worry about cooking tea on Friday, 
June 23rd - come down to the town centre and 
visit the tasty street food sellers who will be 
doing all the hard work for you! 

There will also be live music, a traditional 
children’s funfair and full bar facilities, cour¬ 
tesy of The Lamb and The Castle Inn. The fun 
on Friday takes places from 4pm-9pm. 

Community picnic 

On Saturday, June 24th the Minster Green 
picnic, from 1:30pm, will offer free ice cream to 
children, a ‘keepy-uppy’ competition, face 
painting, music, morris dancing, a bouncy cas¬ 
tle, slide, merry-go-round and much more.

The afternoon will conclude with a special 
closing service to the week’s festivities at 5pm. 

Other highlights of the week’s programme in¬ 
clude a Peter Rabbit trail around the town or¬ 
ganised by Acorn Gifts and a treasure hunt 
overseen by the Yarty Party festival, which 
takes place next month. 

The week also coincides with the Axe Vale 
Festival, which takes place on the showground 
on June 17th and 18th.

Sixth former’s inspirational mayor making speech 


A 17-YEAR-old student from Honiton Commu¬ 
nity College made quite an impact when he wel¬ 
comed new mayor, Councillor John Zarczyn- 
ski, at the recent mayor making ceremony in 
Honiton recently. 

Jack Haigh was given the opportunity by the 
college to speak at the meeting that was at¬ 
tended by Conservative councillors including 
East Devon District Council leader Andrew 


Moulding, leader of East Devon District Coun¬ 
cil Paul Diviani, county councillor and deputy 
leader of the district council Phil Twiss and 
Conservative parliamentary candidate Neil 
Parish, and used the platform to appeal to resi¬ 
dents to think about and support the issues 
concerning young people in the town. 

Jack said: “The young of today of this country 
have some of the greatest challenges of any 
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night. He’s still a bit timid but is affectionate when he feels safe. He is

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who is staying at our foster home in Seaton. 
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group. A housing crisis, threatening the very 
notion of home-ownership, the continued 
growth of university fees and their associated 
debt and a mental health crisis of immense pro¬ 
portion are just some of the many changes that 
haunt too many of our young people today. 

“When we add the huge external and existen¬ 
tial crisis facing our world today, such as a 
failed economic model in terminal decline or 
climate change, the picture can look very bleak 
indeed. 

“I see, though, a unique position for the 
younger population up and down the country. 
As a young person today, we stand on what I 
think is a precipice between two, very different 
worlds. 

“All generations have said something similar, 
but I truly believe that this is a new position to 
be in. The challenges we face are large, but so 
too are the opportunities. 

“I believe that the kind of changes that the 
young population needs to see made in the 
country today can be made only in one way - 
from the bottom up. 

“In communities like ours, there is poverty, 
uncertainty, depression, fear, concern and 
strife about the basics of living. 

“For too many people, the idea of the future 
brings all the wrong images to the mind. Even 
in supposedly rural communities like ours, 
there is the whole mix of the human experience 
in terms of deprivation. 

“Many of the young people I went and go to 
school with are already beginning to feel the 
pinch of austerity economics. 

“Inequality is growing, and with it a kind of 
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ladder society, in which everyone has a place - 
for most of us that place is down, beneath, hid¬ 
den and invisible. 

“We have become a group of consumers - not 
a society of citizens - and some basic respect for 
everybody’s own worth has been lost.” 

Jack, in front of his head of year and school 
principle, described the ‘utter outrage’ he felt 
that that are schools across the country in debt 
and how the education system in the country 
needed to evolve: “At the present moment, 
nearly every secondary in Devon is having to 
contemplate redundancy and course cutting on 
a previously unseen scale. 

“The government’s ideological and economi¬ 
cally illiterate austerity proposals have left real 
people’s lives in a shocking way. 

“What is the point in being the fifth richest 
country on Earth if we have head teachers ask¬ 
ing parents at the school gate for money to em¬ 
ploy staff, or we have nurses going to food 
banks? 

“Speaking as someone who just finished their 
GCSEs last year, I know the imminent need to 
move our education system away from a deeply 
regressive ‘teach-it-to-the-test’ system. 

“Students’ real potentials, skills, desires, and 
natural interests have been ignored, and in 
their place, we are told that everything we do 
has to be about money. 

“True, money is important, but so too is build¬ 
ing a society in which everyone can fulfil their 
passions, and that the government continues to 
cut funding for arts in education is an abuse of 
the talents of so many children. 

“Don’t get me wrong - none of this is due to 
the teachers in our schools who are a deadly 
mix of underpaid and overworked, whose ef¬ 
forts are reduced to four overly simple levels, 
or inspected upon, without the inspectorate 
taking into account the most crucial factor in 
any educational success - background. 

“It is hardly a mystery why the profession is 
struggling to employ, like so many other public 
services under this government. 

“I hope whoever wins on June 9th will seri¬ 
ously consider these issues I have raised, 
though I fear that some groups really do not 
care. But aside from that, let me remind all our 
people that in communities like Honiton, we 
too can come together to change the discussion 
and refocus the chattering classes on real peo¬ 
ple, with real lives and real concerns.”

A35 to Bridport closed overnight 


THE A35 between 
Axminster and Brid¬ 
port is now in its sec¬ 
ond week of being 
closed overnight, 
with the road being 
shut to traffic from 
8pm to 6am. 

The closure is part 
of a 10-week road im¬ 
provement scheme at 
the Hunters Lodge 
junction, which will 
not only increase 
safety for road users 
but also improve 
crossing facilities for 
pedestrians. 

Light westbound 
traffic is being di¬ 


verted via Beamin- 
ster, Crewkerne and 
Chard, and there is an 
eastbound diversion 


in reverse. 

HGVs and caravans 
travelling westbound 
will be diverted from 
the A35 at Dorchester, 
via Yeovil and Ilmin- 
ster, on roads more 
suitable for this type 
of traffic; again, with 
a reverse eastbound 
diversion in opera¬ 
tion. 

The improvement 
work includes recon¬ 
figured lane mark¬ 
ings, a signalised ped¬ 


estrian crossing, the 
installation of speed 
activated signs in 
both directions, a 
high-friction road 
surface and new sig¬ 
nage. 

Highways England 
operations and main¬ 
tenance team leader, 
Nick Reed, said at the 
start of the project: 
“We have been liais¬ 
ing with our local au¬ 
thority partners and 
listening to communi¬ 
ties to make sure we 
have the right junc¬ 
tion layout in place 


for this scheme. 

“We have looked at 
all of the available 
safety measures for 
this junction. 

“Traffic manage¬ 
ment will be in place 
during the work, we 
will be working to 
keep disruption to a 
minimum and further 
details will be avail¬ 
able in due course.” 

The safety improve¬ 
ment scheme is ex¬ 
pected to cost around 
£560,000 and is due to 
be completed in mid- 
June, in time for the 


summer holidays. 

While the road is 
closed, other routine 
maintenance work 
will also be carried 
out at various points 
along that section of 
the A35. 

During any road¬ 
works, Highways 
England advises driv¬ 
ers to plan their jour¬ 
neys and allow extra 
time while they are 
being delivered.

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Reassurances after postal 
voting slips security error 


THE Acting Returning Officer for 
the East Devon Constituency, Mark 
Williams, has issued a statement to 
reassure postal voters after voting 
slips were issued without the offi¬ 
cial security mark on them. 

Mr Williams said: "It has come to 
my attention that the postal vote 
packs we issued on May 25th con¬ 
tained voting slips that did not 
have an official security mark visi¬ 
ble on the front of the ballot paper. 
This has affected a total of 9,000 
postal voters. 

"I want to reassure those postal 
voters affected that if they have 
not yet returned their postal votes 
they should still do so. 

"We have taken all the necessary 
steps to ensure the postal votes 
are valid and will be counted. 

"I apologise for the error but 
want to reassure postal voters that 
they should still complete their 
postal voting statements and re¬ 
turn their postal voting envelopes 


back to me for validating as part of 
the normal postal voting process. 

"To be valid, a postal vote has to 
be accompanied by a valid postal 
voting statement containing the 
voter's date of birth and signature. 

"After these are checked, the en¬ 
velope containing the postal vot¬ 
ing slip is opened and the slip is 
put into a sealed ballot box where 
it is kept safe until the formal 
count. 

"My postal vote opening teams 
will ensure that all validly com¬ 
pleted postal votes are double- 
checked so that they will go 
forward to the count along with all 
the other votes that will be cast on 
polling day itself." 

A second issue of postal votes 
was sent out on May 31st and all 
the postal voting slips will have the 
appropriate security mark. 

Similarly, all ballot papers issued 
at the polling stations will have the 
necessary security mark as well. 


Green candidate 
clarifies position 
on EU referendum 


FOLLOWING our article on the Axminster hus¬ 
tings event, which featured candidates for the 
Tiverton and Honiton constituency in this 
Thursday's general election, the Green Party's 
Gill Westcott has asked us to clarify her stance 
on a second referendum on leaving the EU 
after we reported she was in favour of one. 

Ms Westcott said: "I too adopt the Green 
Party position that only after the negotiations 
on exit terms from the EU is known should the 
people of the UK (rather than Parliament only) 
have a say on whether the terms are accept¬ 
able. 

"The ballot paper should also have the op¬ 
tions: Remain in the EU; Leave anyway (with¬ 
out accepting the terms negotiated). 

"There should be no second referendum 
until the pig is out of the poke (or the cat out 
of the bag)."

Cheered on by family, 
friends, supporters and the 
charity’s mascot, eight-year 
old Nathan celebrated his last 
marathon mile by finishing 
his challenge at Bibic’s HQ in 
Langport, Somerset. 

This is an incredible 
achievement for Nathan, who 
finds sports activities difficult 
due to his dyspraxia. 

Inspired by watching the 
London Marathon, Nathan de¬ 
cided to set himself the goal of 
running a ‘marathon in a 
month’ to raise money for 
Bibic. 

Nathan said: “Bibic helps 
children like me who find 
learning difficult, and I 
wanted to do something for 
others like me. I came here 
when I was little and it really 
helped me and my family.” 

During this last month, 
Nathan has covered 31 miles, 
taking part in parkruns, fun 


runs and family runs across 
Devon with the support of 
many friends and family by 
his side. 

Juliet Hall, Nathan’s mum, 
said: “We are so proud of 
Nathan. He came up with this 
idea all my himself as he 
wanted to give something 
back to Bibic who helped him 
and his brother when he was a 
child. 


“It’s been lovely to see how 
much Nathan has enjoyed this 
whole experience and how 
much more confident he is at 
running - something he really 
didn’t like before. 

“It’s great to see him believe 
in himself; he now says he 
can, not he can’t. 

“And the donations are still 
coming in, it’s amazing - I 
think he will raise more than 
£700!“ 

Bibic CEO Lynda Williams 
commented said: “Thank you 
Nathan for raising all this 
money for us and well done on 
your fantastic running. 

“It was great fun to celebrate 
your last mile here at Bibic. “ 

Bibic is a small charity that 
works with children and 
young people with neurologi¬ 
cal and genetic conditions that 
cause developmental difficul¬ 
ties, affecting their social, 
physical, communication and 
learning abilities. 



New nets at Honiton Cricket Club 


HONITON Cricket Club has 
officially opened its new 
nets with the help of former 
England international and 
Somerset legend Andy 
Caddick. 

Andy was welcomed to 
the club by chairman An¬ 
drew Lapping and vice 
chairman Peter Matravers, 
before an assembled chair¬ 
man's XI took on a vice 
chairman's XI in a match. 

Peter Matravers explained 
why the cricket nets were 
such an achievement for 
the club and for the com¬ 
munity spirit of the town. 

He said: "The club was in a 
pretty poor state three or 
four years ago. We had very 
little money and were in 
danger of folding. 

"We were also struggling 
on the field with perfor¬ 
mance and attracting and 
retaining players. 

"This led to changes to the 
committee and we now 
have some very good, hard¬ 
working officers in the right 
positions which is led by 
Andrew. 

"We soon set about get¬ 
ting things right off the field 


which we felt were essen¬ 
tial; foundations to build on. 

"Improving our financial 
position was our first prior¬ 
ity and once this was done 
through sponsorship we 
then concentrated on im¬ 
proving our facilities and 
youth set up. 

"We now have sight 
screens and covers and our 
brand new nets. We also 
have two youth teams and 
hope to expand this in the 
years to come." 

"The nets project itself 
was our most ambitious. I 
remember on a wet and 
cold January night last year 
Andrew and I having a de¬ 
pressing meeting at the 
Heathfield with Matt Thee- 
dom of the ECB telling him 
our funding bids with Tesco 
and Viridor had failed. 

"We explained to him our 
vision and ambitions of the 
club. Matt, at this stage, 
could not say if the ECB 
would support the project 
but suggested we started 
fundraising, as they would 
only partially fund any net 
construction." 

The cricket club started 


crowdfunding last summer 
and created a video with 
young club member Matt¬ 
hew as the star. 

Matthew would later face 
Andy Caddick in the nets 
and duly handled himself 
extremely well. 

The crowdfunding cam¬ 
paign was given generous 
donations by local busi¬ 
nesses and individuals and 
the club raised more than 
£4,500, which Peter says far 
exceeded their expecta¬ 
tions. 

Peter thanked club mem¬ 
bers that used their exper¬ 
tise to help get the nets 
project built in a short 
space of time, after the ECB 
agreed to help fund the 
nets but only gave them a 
few months to spend the 
grant. 

Following the opening of 
the nets, Peter said: "Toni¬ 
ght is a celebration of what 
we have achieved and is an 
opportunity to say thanks to 
everyone that helped. 

"So on the behalf of the 
club I would just like to say 
that we are very apprecia¬ 
tive of your efforts."

Starting in Oceanside, California, the team 
will pass through 12 states, covering over 3,081 
miles, finishing in Annapolis, Maryland. 

The team members are hoping to complete 
the race within seven days. 

They are using the challenge not only as an 
important part of their recovery but are also 
aiming to raise £100,000 for Help For Heroes as 
a way of giving back to a charity which has 
supported them since injury. The race starts on 
June 17th.

New Wetlands trail

A NEW rainbow-themed trail 
which is aimed at pre-school 
aged children has been installed 
at Seaton Wetlands.

Road) and takes visitors on a 
self-guided activity trail around 
the reserve. 

Visitors are taken on a journey 
through the Wetlands reserves 
by following different coloured 
wooden posts. 

At nine points along the trail 
there are exciting activities to 
engage young children; includ¬ 
ing a hunt for natural colours 
and shapes, stop and listen to 
the sounds of the nature re¬ 
serve, tip-toe over bridges try¬ 
ing not to disturb the troll bene¬ 
ath, and much much more!

The trail will run until Friday, 
September 8th and can be 
walked on any day, at any time 
during that period.

Tea, 
coffee and biscuits are available 
from the Discovery Hut, where 
you can view the recently hatc¬ 
hed kestrel chicks on the kestrel 
cam. 

The hut is open from 10am to 
4pm, Saturday to Monday, and 
11am to 1pm, Tuesday to Thurs¬ 
day until the kestrel chicks 
fledge at the end of June.

A MINIATURE Victo¬ 
rian safe found dur¬ 
ing a routine house 
clearance in West 
Devon will be fea¬ 
tured in Chilcotts 
Auctioneers' June 
sale in Honiton. 

It is thought the 
safe was exhibited at 
the Glasgow Interna¬ 
tional Exhibition of 
Science, Art and In¬ 
dustry in 1888 after a 
bronze medal was 
found inside, award¬ 
ed to one R Thomp¬ 
son for a 'Special Ex¬ 
hibition'. 

Auctioneer Duncan 
Chilcott explained: 
"This is one of those 
intriguing items han¬ 
ded down through 
the generations that 
we sometimes come 
across at a house 
clearance. 

"It is a clever and 
intricate piece; once 
the first safe door is 
opened, four more 
smaller doors with 
individual locks are 
revealed." 

It seems the minia¬ 
ture safe was made 
to show off the lock¬ 
smith's skills; the 
locking mechanism 
is extremely com¬ 
plex and can be seen 
by opening the in¬ 
side cover. 

This fascinating - 
and usable - safe is 
one of those 'tricky 
to value' objects, but 
is estimated at be¬ 


tween £400 and 
£600. 

"It measures just 18 
centimetres high by 
12.5 square, but is 
quite hefty - weigh¬ 
ing in at around 
seven and a half kilo¬ 
grams," added Dun¬ 
can. 

There are also two 
large displays of me¬ 
dallions awarded to 
locksmiths and safe- 
makers in other 19th 
century trade exhibi¬ 
tions. 

Trade exhibitions 
were very popular in 
the Victorian era. 

The Glasgow exhi¬ 
bition of 1888 took 
place in Kelvingrove 
Park between May 
and November; it 
was designed to 
grow international 
awareness of Glas¬ 
gow's achievements 
in science, the arts 
and industry during 
the Industrial Revo¬ 
lution. 

The exhibition spa¬ 
ce was designed by 


architect James Sell¬ 
ars in an oriental 
style in the main 
building located in 
Kelvingrove Park. 

Both the safe and 
medallions were the 
property of Alfred 
Langton Markham, 
1923-2015, the ven¬ 
dor's father, who was 
managing director 
of Chubb Locks. 

Alfred acquired 
them when the Chu¬ 
bb Museum was dis¬ 
persed during the 
last century. 

The medals and 
miniature safe will 
be sold at Chilcotts' 
June 10th Fine Art, 
Antiques and Collec¬ 
tors Items sale at the 
Silver Street show¬ 
room adjacent to the 
Honiton livestock 
centre. 

Viewing is on 
Thursday from 9am 
to 5pm, Friday 9am 
to 7pm and sale day 
from 8:30am. 

The sale starts at 
10.30am.

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Funding boost for Men’s Shed project 


A COMMUNITY group in Ottery St 
Mary is celebrating after being award 
funding by the Asda Foundation. 

A total of £1,000 has been granted to the 
Ottery Men’s Shed project, where people 
come together to take part in practical 
skills and activities. 

Sessions are designed and run by their 
members and provide opportunities for 
people to share tools, resources and 
skills in order to create, learn and de¬ 
velop social networks. 

Older people’s charity the Royal Volun¬ 
tary Service, with funding from the Asda 
Foundation, established the Sheds Grant 
Fund to provide small scale funding to 
people looking for help with either set-up 
or early stage development costs. 

Grants of between £250 and £1,000 were 
made available - with applicants encour¬ 
aged to apply for some of the tools and 
equipment they need for their activities 
or ongoing costs such as help with rent 
or insurance. 

Tony Pugh, Ottery Men’s Shed chair¬ 
man, said: “The big difference the Royal 
Voluntary Service and Asda Foundation 
grant for rent payments and a pillar drill 
has made to our Shed is confidence and 
positivity. 

“We no longer check every penny in 
the cash box at the end of each session to 
see if we have covered our standing 
costs. We know we are good for five 
months. The pillar drill is in near-contin¬ 
uous use and is one of our most valued 
power tools.” 

Jo Phillips, Sheds Project Manager at 
the Royal Voluntary Service, said: “Most 
shed groups are started by local groups 
coming together due to a shared interest 
in traditional crafts such as joinery, fur¬ 
niture renovation, metalwork and me-

chanics. We are delighted to be able to 
administer the grant funds so that these 
skills can flourish in a friendly and so¬ 
ciable environment, and that more local 
community based Sheds can get up and 
running.” 


Julie Ward, Senior Manager of the 
Asda Foundation, said: “The Asda Foun¬ 
dation is one of the many ways we can 
give something back to our local commu¬ 
nities. 

“That’s why we lend a hand to a wide 
range of good causes with which our col¬ 
leagues are involved with, sharing their 
passion and helping to make a difference 


through a variety of projects across the 
UK. We see the Sheds programme as 
making a real difference at a grassroots 
level and are proud to support this ini¬ 
tiative.” 

The Shed movement follows a 
blueprint from an Australian project and 
since the first Men’s Shed opened in the 
UK six years ago, there are now more 


than 300 in the UK with three new Sheds 
on average opening a week. 

Sheds are often places for older men to 
come together and work on either indi¬ 
vidual or community projects - but are 
now increasingly seeing younger men 
and women getting involved and benefit- 
ting from social interaction and skill 
sharing.

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Cornish art crosses 
the Devon border 


■ EXETER & DISTRICT ENGLISH 
SPEAKING UNION: David Tovey, 
a leading authority on Cornish 
art, especially that of the St Ives 
Colony, gave a talk at the Exeter 
and District English Speaking 
Union's lunch event in May. 

David's great-grandfather was 
one of the founding artists of St 
Ives Art Colony which was in¬ 
spired by the French 'plein air' 
artists such as Monet and Renoir 
in the 19th Century. These were 
the first artists to paint relaxed 
outdoor scenes. 

The St Ives artists were keen to 
illustrate the fishermen's' lives of 
this period, before the way of life 
was lost. 

The artists started going to 
Cornwall in the 1860s, initially in 
the winter months to paint pic¬ 
tures for the Royal Academy 
Summer Exhibition. 

Gradually the artist colony ex¬ 
panded and they established 
themselves full time in St Ives. 

They found that the strong 
Methodist inhabitants had very 
few cultural or entertainment 
events, certainly none on Sun¬ 
days! 

They sought to redress this 
situation by setting up drama 
and music groups, as well as 
sports teams, which competed 
with the Newlyn and Lamorna 
artists. 

Initially the artists stayed in 


boarding houses, until the more 
entrepreneurial Cornish men 
built houses in St Ives with stu¬ 
dios and then larger houses in 
the area. 

Sadly a lot of these houses 
have been or are being knocked 
down as the St Ives authorities 
do not acknowledge this era of 
art, thinking that the only signif¬ 
icant art is from the 1930s on¬ 
wards when Barbara Hepworth 
and other artists were there. 

This lead is followed by Tate St 
Ives which does not exhibit 
paintings from the St Ives artists 
of the 19th and early 20th Cen¬ 
turies. 

The Exeter and District AGM 
will be held prior to the supper 
event on June 21st. 

The guest speaker will be Jung 
Chang, who is the author of 
many best-selling books includ¬ 
ing: Wild Swans: Three Daugh¬ 
ters of China (1991), which the 
Asian Wall Street Journal called 
the most read book about 
China. 

Her books have been trans¬ 
lated into more than 40 lan¬ 
guages and sold more than 15 
million copies worldwide.

Although technically an oil painter, 
Stephen starts his work with an acrylic 
underpainting, using this stage to work 
out what is needed and to experiment 
with subtle tones of colour. 

He paints on hardboard and finds that 
Schminke acrylic paints best suit his 
palette knife work, and always works 
with a palette knife sanded into a 
rounded tip; today using a Gerstaecker 
No 30 knife which he wipes clean regu¬ 
larly. 

Unable to use spirits which give him 
migraines, he uses oil and told us how 
to clean brushes with vegetable oil and 
how to add layers of oil paint onto a dry 
picture using three layers - first ordi¬ 
nary Linseed Oil, next Purified Linseed 
Oil and finally, the greasiest, Sun 
Bleached Linseed Oil. 

He had covered the board with a dark 
layer of Van Dyke Brown over a primer 
layer of white gesso warmed with a 
touch of Burnt Sienna. 

He began by working a mass of white 
paint across the sky area using the flat, 
slightly bent back of the blade without 
lifting it off the surface before adding 
Yellow Ochre and then Prussian Blue. 

Stephen works with a very restricted 
palette-Prussian Blue, Yellow Ochre, 
Magenta and Burnt Sienna and Terra¬ 


cotta but his favourite colour is grey 
which he creates from mixing a selec¬ 
tion of these colours with white. 

A beautiful slate grey can come from 
mixing Magenta with white and Pthalo 
Green or with a mix of the other three 
colours. 

After tea, Stephen added oil paint 
using Lukas brand which he buys from 
Great Art. 

Like Turner and Edward Seago, he 
keeps his work very simple with mini¬ 
mum detail allowing the viewer to use 


their imagination to fill in gaps. 

He lightened the sea with paler blue to 
maintain a consistent tonal quality, 
modifying his original acrylic work 
rather that replacing it and finished a 
serene image of the Norfolk coast. 

Our next demonstration will be on 
September 20th when Richard Turner 
will give a pastel demonstration.

Farm shop doesn't miss 
a beat with defibrillator 


MILLERS Farm Shop, on the A35 in 
Kilmington, has become the latest 
location to benefit from govern¬ 
ment funding to provide public 
access defibrillators across the 
whole of the UK. 

The scheme, administered by 
the British Heart Foundation work¬ 
ing in partnership with South West 
Ambulance service, has provided 
a high tech Automatic External 
Defibrillator (AED) and a support 
kit of training materials. 

AEDs are portable devices 
which, when attached to a person 
with suspected heart attack, de¬ 
cide whether or not treatment by 
way of a small electric shock is re¬ 
quired whilst professional help is 
on the way. 

The automated nature of the de¬ 
vices means that a shock is only 
delivered when it is needed. 

The shop's owner Malcolm Miller 
explained: "I decided to apply to 
get an AED because I recognised 
that the businesses now operating 
in the Gammons Hill area between 
them attract a significant footfall 
for large parts of the day. 

"Additionally we are on a very 
busy crossroads which has seen 
its fair share of traffic accidents 
over the last few years, some of 
them very serious. 

"Our shop's position made it the 
ideal location to site the AED so 
that it is readily available to not 
only our own customers but also 
those people visiting the pubs in 


Kilmington, the Texaco garage 
and the A35 Pit Stop. 

The British Heart Foundation ma¬ 
terial includes a training package 
on Cardiopulmonary Resuscita¬ 
tion (CPR) and how to use the 
AED. 

Training sessions are open to 
anyone who would like to attend, 
free of charge. 

Training co-ordinator at Millers, 
Liam Best, will be gauging the 
level of interest in the sessions be¬ 
fore deciding on the best times to 
deliver them. 

The training, which lasts about 
an hour, will be available at vari¬ 
ous sites around Kilmington, start¬ 
ing at The New Inn for groups 
of no more than 10 people at a 
time. 

Liam said: "Delivering the train¬ 
ing in small groups means that 
we can make sure that everyone 
is comfortable in using the 
device and offers them the 
chance to ask as many questions 
as they want. 

"Anyone who lives in the area or 
visits any of the businesses at 
Gammons Hill is welcome to 
come along. 

"I really hope that as many peo¬ 
ple as possible can give up this 
small amount of their time - it 
could make a lifetime of differ¬ 
ence one day".

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My first plane crash and I lost my notebook! 


A LL old journalists remember the best 
stories they covered during their 
careers. Two of mine were plane 
crashes - one in Crewkerne in 1968 and the 
other near Ottery St Mary in 1980. 

I remember the first one in 1968 - because I 
lost my notebook! 

At the time I was working for the Express & 
Echo in Exeter. I was covering a job in Whim- 
pie and phoning my copy in when the news ed¬ 
itor came on the line and asked how long it 
would take me to get to Crewkerne. 

I just happened to be working with photog¬ 
rapher Tony Scrivens who was a bit of a mo- 
torhead and drove a souped-up Mini Cooper. 
“Tell them 20 minutes,” he said. 

“We’ll never make it in 20 minutes. It’s got to 
be 30 miles.” 

Tony was never one to miss the chance of 
seeing how quick his pride and joy would go, 
and we actually did it in 30 minutes. The 
speedometer rarely fell below 80 mph and he 
frightened me to death. 

When we arrived in Crewkerne we were met 
with a scene of carnage. A Canberra jet had 
crashed onto a garage in South Street. Thanks 
to the bravery of the French pilot, the plane 
had missed a nearby school but he ejected too 



nowhere to be seen.

late and was killed. 

Also killed was a local resident, Mr Charles 
Penman, 55, who went to the pilot’s aid but 
died of a heart attack. There were two other ca¬ 
sualties - garage owner Ron Meecham, who 
was 52 at the time, and was severely burned 
by blazing fuel and Mr Arthur Hopkins, who 
had called into the garage for fuel, was injured. 

Mr Meecham spent several weeks in Fren-

chay Hospital, Bristol, where he underwent 
several skin grafts. 

I had been working as a reporter for about 
three years and this was definitely the biggest 
story I had covered. 

I called the Echo newsdesk and was told to 
write a piece immediately for the Western 
Morning News and phone the copy in and then 
return to the Honiton office for a more exten¬ 
sive piece for the next day’s Express & Echo. 

When I got to Honiton I realised I had forgot¬ 
ten my notebook and concluded that I had 
probably left it in the telephone kiosk. So back 
to Crewkerne I went but my notebook was 


My second plane crash was less spectacular 
but also a miracle. I was editor of the Sidmouth 
Herald at the time and had just got home after 
a long day when I turned on the TV to see a 
news flash that a passenger plane had crash- 
landed near the Salston Hotel at Ottery St 
Mary. 

It was hailed a miracle because on that July 
evening in 1980 the Viscount Airliner from 
Santander, carrying 62 people, plummeted 
from the sky over Ottery on its descent into 
Exeter Airport, grazing the rooftops before 
coming to rest in a nearby field at Bishops 
Court Farm. All on board escaped injury. 

There were no mobile phones in those days 
but I managed to summon the Herald re¬ 
porters and photographers and we were able 
to cover the incident in detail in the following 
day’s edition. 

It subsequently transpired that the plane had 
run out of fuel. The only casualties were four 
sheep who were decapitated by a wing of the 
plane as it crash-landed. 

Local papers, especially in those days, ex¬ 
isted on a staple diet of courts, council meet¬ 
ings and flower shows. Such dramatic incid¬ 
ents such as aircrashes were few and far be¬ 
tween. 

In many ways, that’s part of the charm of the 
job but every reporter I have worked with over 
the years relished the chance to get their teeth 
into a real story. 

But losing your notebook? That’s not to be 
recommended! 


Bizarre story of the American 
who chose to die in Lyme 


Follow your town’s reporter on Twitter 
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A MIDDLE-AGED woman, 
identified as an American by 
her accent, arrived in Axmin¬ 
ster station on the London 
train. 

She was obviously unfamil¬ 
iar with the area as when 
she got on the bus she asked 
to be taken to the city. 

The next morning that 
woman was found garotted 
in a beach hut at Lyme Regis. 

It was one of the most 
bizarre stories I have 
covered in a 52-year career. 

No identity was found on 
her body and at first police 
thought it was murder. 

With nowhere to stay in 
Lyme, and no money on her, 
the woman forced her way 
into a beach hut on Mon¬ 
mouth Beach for overnight 
shelter. In the morning she 
was found dead. 

It transpired that she 
garotted herself by tying a 
ligature around her neck 
and winding a stick tight at 
the back of her neck until 
she lost consciousness. She 


fell backwards, traping the 
stick by the weight of her 
body. 

I covered the subsequent 
inquest and can remember a 
detective sergeant demon¬ 
strated before the coroner 
how she suffered a lonely 
death. As far as I can 
remember, the identity of 
the woman was never 
established. 

Not only bizarre but one of 
the saddest stories I ever 
wrote. 

Anther sad story I remem¬ 
ber well when I was working 
for the Bridport and Lyme 
Regis News as chief reporter 
was the disappearance of a 
local woman and her dog. 

The lady in question was a 
member of the Byass family 
famous for making sherry. 

She regularly walked her 
dogs on the cliffs of Lyme 
but on this particular Easter 
holiday such a mundane 
pastime ended in tragedy. 

After failing to return 
home, the dog walker was 


reported missing when just 
one dog was found. 

I went out with a search 
party but she and her other 
dog were never found. It was 
presumed that she and her 
pet had sunk into 
quicksand. 

As kid we often played on 
the cliffs but I had not been 
on those cliffs to the east of 
the town for many years and 
was surprised by the extent 
of the erosion. Parts looked 
like the surface of the moon. 

♦ In my next 50 years in 
journalism column I tell the 
story of one of the most 
frightening things to 
happen to me when I was 
left high in dry in downtown 
Johannesburg when the taxi 
in which I was travelling was 
buffered off the road by 
police.

In September Working parents of three to four year olds across 
the country will be eligible for 30 hours of free childcare a week 


PARENTS are currently eligible for 15 hours a week and the 
change in policy is only available from Ofsted registered 
nurseries, pre-schools and child-minders. 

The new scheme will be introduced later this year and 
your child must have turned three before the start of the 
academic year. 

The 30 hours of free childcare can be used in term times 
for 38 weeks or parents can spread the free childcare out 
over 51 weeks, but by doing so they would only be eligible 
for 21.5 hours per week.

• Where one parent meets the income criteria and the 
other is unable to work because they are disabled, have 
caring responsibilities or have been assessed as having 
limited capability to work. 

• Where a parent is in a 'start-up period' (i.e. they are 
newly self-employed) they do not need to demonstrate 
that they meet the income criteria for 12 months. 

• If one or both parents is a non-EEA national, the parent 
applying must have recourse to public funds. 

A parent will not meet the criteria when:

MORTGAGE FIGURES INDICATE 
A POSITIVE MARKET 

UK HOME buyers borrowed a whopping 
£11.2 billion in March. Whilst down on 
this time last year due to the changes in 
stamp duty and its consequential ‘boom’ 
of buy-to-lets, this figure is substantially 
up on those for earlier this year. 

It is certainly enough for Chris White - 
Sales Manager of Mayfair Town & Coun¬ 
try Estate Agents in Crewkerne - to de¬ 
scribe them as “remarkably good” and a 
good suggestion that serious buyers and 
sellers are “simply getting on with it.” 

The data was produced by the Council of 
Mortgage Lenders and, although referring 
to March, it can be seen as no less encour¬ 
aging as a comparison to other less positive 
reports that have surfaced, only providing 
mere snapshots of the current market.

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AUDI is facing up to the challenges of 
the present day but also confidently em¬ 
bracing the future with ambitious 
plans. Following a year that was im¬ 
pacted by the diesel crisis, the company 
intends to continue pushing forward 
with its strategic transformation, the 
details of which have just been outlined 
to shareholders by the Board of Man¬ 


agement at its Annual General Meeting 
in Neckarsulm, Germany. 

“We are rejuvenating our model port¬ 
folio enormously and will renew five ex¬ 
isting core model series by mid-2018,” 
stated Rupert Stadler, Chairman of the 
Board of Management of AUDI AG. “In 
addition, we will expand our successful 
Q family by 2019 with two new concepts 


- the Audi Q8 and the Audi Q4 - and we 
will launch our battery-electric e-tron 
models.” Audi plans to launch three 
new electric models by 2020, after which 
the brand will gradually electrify mod¬ 
els in each of its core series. 

The focus this year is on top-end mod¬ 
els with the new generations of the Audi 
A8 and Audi A7. The premium manu¬ 
facturer will unveil the A8 at the first 
Audi Summit to be held in Barcelona on 
July 11. With this new event concept, 
the Ingolstadt-based company will cre¬ 
ate an exclusive presentation format all 
around the Four Rings. “There, we will 
show the world everything that defines 
Vorsprung durch Technik and our 
brand,” explained Stadler. 

Over 30% fully or partially 
electric sales by 2025 

Audi is systematically utilising Group 
synergies in order to implement topics 
of the future even faster and more 
efficiently. In April, the brand agreed 
on new development cooperation 
with Porsche for future vehicle 
architectures. Part of the cooperation is 
the development of shared premium 
architecture for electrification - an ef¬ 
fective lever to enhance the competi¬ 
tiveness of electric cars. By 2025, Audi 


intends to achieve a proportion of one 
third fully or partially electric models 
in its unit sales. 

In addition to the traditional car busi¬ 
ness, the premium brand will expand its 
range of digital services in the future. 
With my Audi, the company aims to cre¬ 
ate a consistent entry into the brand’s 
digital world and establish a platform 
for a wide range of online services, 
which will be open also for third-party 
providers to offer services. Audi is also 
expanding its mobility services for 
urban areas and intends to offer them in 
more than 15 markets worldwide by the 
end of this decade. 

With a subsidiary founded in March 
2017, Audi will take over the leading 
role within the Volkswagen Group 
in the development of autonomous 
driving. Autonomous Intelligent Driv¬ 
ing GmbH is working on the technology 
for driverless vehicles in urban envi¬ 
ronments, which will be applicable in 
models of various brands. The technol¬ 
ogy is to be ready for application in a 
first small series of cars early in the 
next decade. 

“We are financing our transformation 
out of our own resources,” said Axel 
Strotbek, Member of the Board of Man¬ 


agement of AUDI AG for Finance, IT 
and Integrity. “Our business operations 
are robust also in the currently chal¬ 
lenging situation. On the side of expen¬ 
diture and investment, our ‘Speed up!’ 
program is helping us to achieve a high 
level of efficiency and thus a maximum 
focus on the topics of the future.” 

In the first quarter of 2017, the Audi 
Group achieved an operating profit of 
more than 1.2 billion. With an operat¬ 
ing return on sales of 8.7 percent, the 
company clearly met its profitability 
target. The net cash flow increased to 
more than 1.5 billion. 

In full-year 2017, the company intends 
to slightly increase deliveries of Audi- 
brand cars compared with the number 
of 1,867,738 automobiles delivered in 
2016. Revenue should also slightly sur¬ 
pass the prior-year level of 59.3 billion.

Above the influence: Tips 
from 1AM RoadSmart 


ILLEGAL substances can affect drivers in 
several ways, making them unfit for the 
road. But it is not only illegal drugs that 
we should be wary of. Prescribed or over 
the counter drugs can have similar neg¬ 
ative affect's on motorists too and driving 
while impaired by medication could see 
you banned from using the road. This 
week's tips give advice on riding and 
driving with prescribed medication, from 
1AM RoadSmart's head of driving and rid¬ 
ing standards Richard Gladman. 

• Always ask your GP when the medica¬ 
tion is prescribed and then confirm 
the information by reading your med¬ 
ication leaflet before you take it. This 
can often be overlooked as more 
pressing medical matters are at the 
forefront of your mind.If you need fur¬ 
ther details or advice about your 
medication ask the pharmacist or get 
back in touch with your medical pro¬ 
fessional. Some drugs are based on 
banned substances but if you stick to 
a prescription you will not be break¬ 
ing the law, but your driving can still 
be impaired. 

• If you feel in any way affected by your 
medication don't take the chance; use 
a designated driver or use a taxi. Don't 
risk your or others lives by driving 
when your concentration or reactions 
are impaired. 

• If you are not sure whether you can 


drive with your medication, don't get 
behind the wheel. Use public trans¬ 
port to get to your destination. The 
government offer advice and also has 
a list of prescribed medications you 
are not allowed to drive with, visit 
www.gov.uk/drug-driving-law. 

• Don't stop taking your medication. 
This tip may seem obvious but some 
motorists may choose the conve¬ 
nience and luxury of driving over 
health. Ask your healthcare profes¬ 
sional if an alternative is available and 
if not, plan around not being mobile. 

• Remember some untreated medical 
conditions and allergies will also affect 
your ability to drive. The itchy stream¬ 
ing eyes often caused by hay fever 
can make driving hazardous, add to 
that a sneezing fit and you are a real 
danger. Manage your symptoms and 
avoid driving when this is at its worst. 
Pollen eases in the evening. 

Richard said: "The legislation in relation 
to driving with prescription drugs is there 
for all of our protection. More so than any 
other impairment, drivers find them¬ 
selves falling foul of the effects of their 
prescribed medication by making a deci¬ 
sion to take a chance. It is often through 
lack of knowledge that they find them¬ 
selves in this position. If you are taking 
medication check what the side effects 
are or might be and plan accordingly."
